But eren should ther refuse to do 
this and the commlssiobers palrt with 
out result, the situation would not be 

BO very bad for the United States. Aa 
on© member of the cabinet put it, the 
government will be under the neces 
sity of taltina possessi(m of the Phil 
ipples by force. But It would have 
been under the snnie necessity, in all 
probability, even were a treaty of ces- 
sion signed, for the InsurRenta prom- 
ise to oppose pur acquisition of sover- 
i^ty over the Islands and will have 
to be subdued. But the United Statne 

fovernment would have saved the 
20,000,000 which it has been willing 
to allow Spain on account of the 
islands, and, further, and this Is no 
slbiall consideration, the administra- 
tl6i|i would avoid drairiflnK the whole 
policy of the war into congress, for 
there would be no treaty to submit to 
ythe senate to excite discussion and 
m turOUSe antagonism.

Washington, Not. 22.— At the Brit- 
ish, French, German and other foreign 
establlshmenta the report from Paris 
that Senor Montero Rios, president ot 
Ihe Spanish conun^listlners, bad re- 
fiMtd to edtttiaMr tu* w^otiaOo^. ^ 
Uxdied upon as presenting a serious 
crisis. 

At the frreneh etobassy, where the 
peace negotiations were inaugurated, 
M. Thiebaut, charge d'aff|tlr«« in die 

absence of Ambaisador Cambon, be- 
yond expressing profound regret at 
this reported turn of events, said he 
wg^ld pot discuss the situation; it had 
jt^iiAed a >ohit W^ere the greatelt cir- 
Vudbectlon was required. 

Throughout diplomatic quarters the 
view prevailed thai Mont^m RIns 
spoke for the commission and for 
Spain, and that the o^\y interpreU- 
tlon to be put uiIkAi his course was 
that Spain had determined to brei^ o'ff 
the negotiations, taking the chance of 
a renewal of war. By such a course. 
It was pointed out, Spain could lose 
little more than she was losing by the 
gncellh^iiiliik. U (MMi*^ Porto 
^ico already bad been lost, the Phil- 
Ippies demanded, and the bulk of the 
colonial debta was left for Spain to 
liquidate, while she douhtless contin- 
ued in the hop^ that some of the for- 
•lin powers wou^d come^to her relief. 

Tk» leading dlploiAatle MIcialfc here 
agree that in this hope Spain will be 
dlsatpbinted, as it is said the powers 
have So many of their own entangle- 
ments to look after Just now that they 
M^i m ihTi<t« « Mp«m with the 

United States fTsn thoufh they may 
consider Spain's propoeltlon to be 
right. Even Austria and France, which 
are the cp\in tries most favorably in- 
'ellnwl to Spain, have given recent evi- 
dences that th^y would not Assist her 
in the present emergency. 

A rather peHsiniistir outlook Is taken 
by one of the high diplomatic officials 
here, who beUertS that discontinuance 
oC negotiations at Paris will be fol- 
lowed by the Imimediate sending of an 
American Heet to the coast of Spain, 
another to the Philippines, and a more 
bitter conflict than that heretofore 
■mtLtfii. In his Judgment Spain has 
lilu6h'(M m fimi febe Is teady 

to loKe all rather than voluntarily 
yield more, and will contest even 
though American troops advance to 
Madrid. It is universally conceded, 
however, that la the aad Spain will 
.^ve to yield, as she is practically 
^without a navy, without funds, with 
a disorganized and rebellious arm^' 
and with prosptx^ts of internal disor-

When the Spaalah and American 
peace commissionmrs tiet In Joint ses- 
sion, the Americans dccUued the 
United States must have the entire 
Philippine archipelago and for a treaty 
cession of the islands, the Americans 
tendered to Spain $20,000,000. It is 
further declared that it is the purpose 
of the United States to maintain the 
Philippine islands as an "open door" 
to the world's commerce.

Washingt.>n, Nov. 22. — Genc.-ul 
James Lon^street, the commissioner of 
railroads, in his annual report calls at- 
tention to the'getieral prosperity in 
railroad aTalrs and recoinmends the 
government construetiun and operation 
of a firstclass double track railway 
from Kansas City, to San Diego, Cal., 
by air line route. He says the physical 
condition o: our railroads generally Is 
better than ever before. He points to 
the special le of roads which, only two 
years ago, were In receivers' hands, 
now paying dividends on their prefer- 
red stocks and piling up surpluses, 
which In the course of a very short 
time, his report .'says, will be distribut- 
ed among tbe common shareholders. 

Ill* of Spain. 

Paris. Nov. 22.— The Sollel, reviewing 
at length tt~! peace negotiations, says: 
"How miserable is the fate of our 
Spanish nelghbora American rapac- 
ity has not left them an Inch of the 
territory they have possessed In Amer- 
ica since the time of Columbus, or In 
Oceanlca since Magellan. But that Is 
not the worst of their misfortune. Tlieir 
Whole politicsl economy and adminis- 
tration Is going to pieces. Their par- 
liamentary parties, which, moreover, 
never had strong root, arc completely 
disorganize'*., and no one dares assume 
the responsibility of power. The pres- 
ent ministrv remains because no one 
wishes to replace It. But It Is almost 
powerless before the Ills WMoh threat- 
en the country." 

Airtnelllo Displeased. 

London, Nov. 22. — Agonclllo, the 
agent of Agulnaldo, with his advisers 
returned h^re from Paris. He an 
noonccd himself as being very indig- 
nant at tbe statements made by Major 
General We- ley Merrltt in reply to the 
arraignment of American officers made 
by the lnsu-»ent junta of Hongkong In 
an open letter to President McKinley 
and the people of the United Btattes. 
The genersi situation also displeases 
Agonclllo, and after recalling how the 
Filipinos have loyally and effectively 
aided the "Americans," he added. Gen- 
eral Merritt's reference to the Filipinos 
"as cbildrr-'." is simply an echo of a 
Spanish saying, and he may. like tbe 
Spaniards. And tbe error whe a too late.

St Paul. Nov. 22.— The first genersi 
snow storm of the winter has prevailed 
throughout the northwest during the 
past 24 hours and it still oontlnues 
without much abatement. 

The snow has been accompanied by 
a high wind, reaching in many places 
the proportions of a genuine blizzard. 
The fall of snow has not been great, 
but the wind has drifted it badly and 
many places report eonslderable de- 
lay to railroad traffic. Spe<-lals from 
various points in .North and South Da- 
kota. Minnesota. Wisconsin and North- 
em Iowa report the storm still pre- 
Taillng and local buaifteStf-^lnpeded. 
The weather observer hec«^^'predicts 
that the storm will contfnue for 24 
hours and will be followed by a cold 
wave. Dattieford and Calgary, In the 
British northwest, report temperatures 
of 24 and 26 degrees below sero, and 
other places say aero weather is pre- 
vailing. 

Locally the storm has been quite 
severe. About three Inches of snow 
has fallen and a 21 mile an hour gale 
has drifted it badly, causing delay to 
street car trafflc The mercury (a rap- 
idly falling and the weather obserrer 
believes it will ^ tO 19 m U dagllBS 
below zero. 

The storm was especially severe fHI 
Lake Superior, Duluth reporting a tO 
mile gale. A Duluth speelsl says a 
report Is rurrent there that the steamer 
Hiram R. ' 'xon of the nooth Packing 
company's line has foundered. The 
Dixon left Duluth and the last heard

Kansas City, Nov. 22. — Sleet 
snow have done more or less damage 
to telephone and tflegraph wires in 
Kansas City lad 'rairoundlng towns, 
rendering communication uncertain. 
Dozens of poles and wires have snap- 
ped under the heavy weight of the 
sleet and street railway trafhc is ham- 
pered to a considerable degree. Trains 
In some instances are delayed. The 
Btorm seems to he general over Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Nebraska. At Bea- 
trice, Neb., the snow Is blinding, the 
thermometer Is 8 degrees aboTa MMh 
a fall of CO degrees In 24 hours.

St. Joseph, Ma., Nov. 22.— A remark- 
able change In weather has taken place 
here during the last 24 hours. Sunday 
it was too hot for overcoata and wraps. 
Monday sleet began to fsll, which 
turned into snow, and there was a fall 
In temperature of 40 degrees, the wind 
blowing a gale. The weight of the 
sleet bss broken down many telephone 
wires and railroad trains are running 
irregularly.

DANGER IN IMPERIALISM. 

The opposition to the President's pol- 
' icy of imperialism baa taken organized 
form, and the coantry is to be appealed 
to to enter ita protent. At a nu etin;; iu 
Boston presided over by Edward Atkin- 
son, a TiKorooa proteat Waa formalated 
acainst aonezation of the Philippines. 
Andrew Oamegie sent his check for $1,- 
000 to aid tbe movement. From present 
imiii'ations the .\ilniiniBtration will soon 
have to face tlio bi^j^est tight of its his- 
tory. The protest is as follows: 

A true republic of free men moat rest 
npon the principle that all ita oitiaens 
ate eqaal under tbe law ; that a govern* 
ment derivea its jast powers from tbe 
consent of tbe ffoverned, and that there 
most be no taxation witboat rspreaenta- 
tion. Tbeae principlea abandoned, a re- 

!>ablic exiata bat in name, and its people 
ose their rights as free men. Planting 
themselves upon those lasting truths, the 
people of the United Statea aolemnly de- 
clared in their Constitution that tbe citi- 
zens of each State should have the priv- 
iietre ami immunities of citizens of the 
several .States; that ail [ ■ i~ piih horn or 
uatiirali/.eil in the rniii ii Mates and Hub- 
ject to its jurisdiction should be citizens 
of the I'nited StateH and the Heveral 
States, and tiiat the ri>;htH of none sli<jald 
he abriilKed on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. 

The Constitution Kives to the I'nited 
States no mf)re than to the individual the 
rijjht to hold slaves or vas-als, and reco^'- 
nizes no distinction between classes of 
citizens, one with full rights as tree men 
acd another as lubjecta goversei by mil- 
itary force. 

We are in full sympathy with the he- 
roic PtrugKle for liberty of the people of 
the Spanish islands, and, therefore, we 
protest against depriving them of their 
righta by an exchange of masters. 

£b^pan8ion by natural growth in thinly 
settled contiguous territory, acqoiied by 
purchase for the expressed purpose of 
ultimate Statehood, cannot be con- 
founded with nor made analogow to for* 
eign territory conquered by war and 
wreated by force from a weak enemy. A 
beaten foe baa no right to transfer a peo- 
ple whose consent baa not been asfced. 
and a free republic haa no right to hold 
in aabjeotion a people ao transferred. 

No American until to-day has disputed 
these propositions; it remains for tbe 
new imperialism to set up the' law of 
miKht, and to jilace commercial ga n and 
a false philantliiophy above the wound 
principles upon which the republic was 
based. In defeiine of its ]>(>sitii)n it has 
already nr^e>l the fnllai y of tin- llerlaia- 
tion of Inilependence and i)roclaiaied a 
wisduni HUf>erior to tbe framera of tbe 
Constitution. 

As solemnly as a |>eopIe cduld we an- 
nounce the war to be wholly for hu- 
ui iiiity and freedom, without a thought, 
(li-ire or purlll)^^e of >;ain to ourselves. 
All that we nought has been a(;com- 
plished in Cuba's liberation. Shall we 
now prove false to onr declaration, ai d 
seize Oy force iplands IhouHands of miles 
away, whose peoples have not desired 
our presence, and whose will we have 
Dot asked ? 

Whatever islands we take must be an- 
nexed or held in vasaalage to the repub- 
lic. Either courae ia dangerous to tbe 
physical and moral aafety of tbe nation, 
inconsistent with our profecsious, and 
must result in foreign complications 
which will imperil and delay tna settle- 
ment of preaaiog flnanoial. labor and ad- 
ministrauve questions at borne. 

Impressed with the importance of 
these views, and recalling the declaration 



la In OolnBibUk, Mo., Herald.J 
Major William Lewia Maraball, eorpa of 

engineers V. H. A., was born at Mays- 
ville, Kentucky, in 184(1. When nine 
years of age be swam acroaa the Ohio 
river at Maysville. At the age of sixteen 
he entered the West Point Military 
Academy. He haa been connected with 
the army ever ailiee aa one of tbe engi' 
neer corps. 

Between 1872 and 1876 Major Marshall 
was engaged in triangulation aorveya for 
the United Statea Government in sonth* 
west Colorado, and located flic position 
of all the mountains. Mt. Ouray, 14,000 
feet high, he baa been on the top of aev< 
eral times. 

The Indian route through southwest 
Colorado was circnitona. In January, 
187:?, Major Marshall, realizing the iir. 
portance of a more direct connection and 
his necessities at the time demanding it, 
sought out a nearer route through the 
mountains and be discovered a route 150 
miles shorter, He was occupied six days 
iu traveraingtbepaaa throagh the wintry 
anowa. Tbe pass was named after tbe 
discover, ".Marshall Paaa,"and it !■ itill 
known by that name. 

The elevation of the paaa above the 
sea is l'i,S'J7 feet. Some years ago a 
monument was placed on tbe line of Col- 
orado and Utah, properly deacribed and 
its position determined. It was further 
described as being opposite a Mormon 
Church. In making surveys several 
yeara afterwards it waa found that tbe 
astronomical position of the monnment 
varied over a mile from the described 
position. Its poaition waa tested three 
timea and abowed the aame variation 

every time. Finally it was found that 
the Mormons bad moved their church 
over a mile from where it formerly waa 
and also moved the monument, but had 
notified no one, hence the error. 

Major Marshall is now stationed at 
Chicago and lias charge of >;overnment 
work there and also of the Hennepin 
canal and controla tbe disbursement of 
about $400,000 a year and a working force 
of over 1,600 men. Major Marshall since 
last spring is also a member of the Mis- 
souri River Commission. He is over six 
feet in height and weighs prouably 250 
ponnda. He is an agreeable and very 
pleaaant gentleman to travel with aud is 
very fond of a joke and bia aroile ia very 
pleaaant
